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Town Hall 
meeting called

Didsbury’s Town Council 
will gather for a Town Hall 
meeting on Nov. 2, at 7 p.m. 
in the Eldon Foote Hall, 
where community members 
will have the opportunity to 
offer them feedback on local 
issues. 

“Council hosts these 
meetings periodically,” said 
Roy Brown, Town CAO. 
“The goal is to hear feed¬ 
back from the community.” 

At this particular meet¬ 
ing issues such as the cat 
bylaw, specific planning is¬ 
sues, what you want 
Didsbury to look like in the 
future, future growth, eco¬ 
nomic development, Memo¬ 
rial Park and the Centennial 
Trails will be discussed. 
There will also be a presen¬ 
tation from Prairies to 
Peaks Tourism Assoc. 

“Didsbury is a special 
community that councillors 
and residents have chosen 
for their home. I believe that 
all of us want to retain the 
character of the community 
and our unique quality of 
life as the Town grows,” 
said Dorothy Moore, 
Didsbury mayor. “We will 
have challenges and oppor¬ 
tunities that Didsbury has 
never experienced. It is time 
to learn from our residents 
how we can accommodate 
what they see in their fu¬ 
ture. Our needs and expec¬ 
tations are changing.” 

Council is hoping to hear 
from the community regard¬ 
ing whether or not Didsbury 
should have all services 
downtown, or is it better to 
have a little shop or cafe in 
a neighbourhood? 

“Seniors may want in¬ 
creasing care in their own 
homes. Families may need to 
accommodate aging parents, 
grandchildren, or both. 
Baby boomers may want 
more compact and low main¬ 
tenance homes. People may 


work out of their homes in¬ 
stead of driving to a city? 
How can we plan to ensure 
that Didsbury is an even bet¬ 
ter place to live, work and 
play in the future?” said 
Moore. 

The future growth of 
Didsbury is an ongoing is¬ 
sue, especially with the QE 
Hwy 2 corridor predicted to 
experience phenomenal 
growth in the next decade. 
Didsbury will need to grow 
to be better able to afford, 
maintain and expand the 
amenities and services that 
residents want. 

“How do we manage that 
growth and ensure it is 
healthy and sustainable? 
Didsbury will need to plan for 
all of the implications of its 
future size as we examine 
and assess our infrastruc¬ 
ture and plan for future land 
use,” said Moore. “Council 
values local businesses. We 
know that the success and 
prosperity of our business 
community is Didsbury’s 
best advertisement to others 
and potential source of eco¬ 
nomic growth. We are very 
pleased with our partner¬ 
ships with the Chamber of 
Commerce, and appreciative 
of all their promotions and 
initiatives.” 

Councillors have been 
learning economic develop¬ 
ment strategies and best 
practices. They will be look¬ 
ing for residents to partici¬ 
pate with them in their eco¬ 
nomic development commit¬ 
tee and for your ideas to help 
and promote business in our 
community. 

The stormwater manage¬ 
ment study has been com¬ 
pleted, so administration 
will be able to go ahead with 
the final design for the Me¬ 
morial Park and Centennial 
Trails with the assurance 
that there will be no further 
surprises or changes neces¬ 
sary for the park, baseball 
diamonds or trail once they

are completed. 

“Thank you for your pa¬ 
tience while Council en¬ 
sured that the necessary due 
diligence was done. This 
summer has been a good 
test for stormwater manage¬ 
ment everywhere,” said 
Moore. “We will be assess¬ 
ing all of our stormwater 
management as well as the 
infrastructure as we create 
a long term plan for the re¬ 
habilitation and future 


growth of the Town.” 

The cat bylaw issue to be 
discussed has proven in the 
past to be a hot topic in 
Didsbury, and councillors 
are expecting some interest¬ 
ing discussion. 

“We want to know, do you 
think it is a good idea to pro¬ 
vide some cat control?” said 
Moore. “Council looks forward 
to being your host and hearing 
from you at our Town Hall Meet¬ 
ing. We hope to see you there.”

The ribbon has been cut, of¬ 
ficially opening the new County 
Council Building, and local 
dignitaries and the public were 
there to unveil the Mountain 
View County’s new home. 

On October 21, the council 
building was filled with sun¬ 
light and beaming faces be¬ 
cause the grand opening of the 
building, over four years in the 
making, had finally arrived. 

Walking around during the 
grand opening, the staff, who 
could not be named because of 
administration policy, raved 
about how much better the new 
building is, with the vaulted 
ceiling, fresh air, state of the 
art electronics and shafts of 
sunlight piercing the interior. 
Dignitaries from other munici¬ 
palities and councils were also 
quick to heap praise on the fore¬ 
sight of the past council as they 
gave plaques and artworks to 
decorate the walls of the edi¬ 
fice. 

The building, not unlike the 
county, has grown. At 20,918 
sq. ft. it is a quarter the size 
larger than the old one. It is 
wheelchair accessible and has 
current energy efficiencies to 
reduce energy consumption 
and its related costs. 

This new building, perched 
like an island in the centre of 
the county, between Olds and 
Didsbury, is replacing the 43- 
year-old past MVC headquar¬ 
ters. 

“It’s kind of exciting to see 
the culmination of work that’s 
gone on the last couple of 
years,” said Tony Martens, the 
administration staff member 
that oversaw the day-to-day 
operations of the building. 

“I think it’s exciting, more 
exciting to the people that

work in the building,” said 
Reeve A1 Kemmere, “The old 
building served the needs to a 
certain extent but this new 
building and the atmosphere 
it’s created is good for the em¬ 
ployees and it’s a better envi¬ 
ronment to work in.” 

The new building, says Mar¬ 
tens and Kemmere, is a 
healthier alternative to the old 
building for the staff, which 
had a dungeon-like atmos¬ 
phere. 

“Half the staff worked in the 
basement (in the old building), 
and there were only three win¬ 
dows,” explained Kemmere, 


“Now every desk has natural 
light, which I believe strongly 
that it is a lot healthier.” 

Martens says it is more en¬ 
ergy efficient and a pleasant 
place to work. 

“It’s a much more comfort¬ 
able building to work in, the 
air is fresher and staff say they 
don’t go home with headaches 
like they used to,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

Kemmere added that the 
staff will feel better come win¬ 
ter too because the duct sys¬ 
tem is modern. 

“In the old building the port¬ 
able heaters were running all 


winter to keep the staff’s feet 
warm and at the same time peo¬ 
ple in other offices were getting 
cooked out of them, something 
needed to be done,” he said. 

And of course something was 
done, but building the new 
home for the MVC wasn’t with¬ 
out controversy. Four years 
ago, a past council decided 
there needed to be a change 
with the old building, either 
through modifications and up¬ 
grades, or by purchasing a 
newer, modern MVC building. 

During the elections, there 
was a non-binding plebiscite 
asking the public whether they 
wanted a new building, 72 per 
cent shot down the idea. The 
council then formed an ad-hoc 
committee to look at remodel¬ 
ling the old building, and it was 
discovered it would cost $3.9 
million. They then held a pub¬ 
lic meeting questioning the ra¬ 
tional behind such a costly ven¬ 
ture. 

“They had to rationalize 
spending that much money on 
a 40 plus year old building,” 


said Kemmere. 

Eventually, the former coun¬ 
cil decided to go forward and 
build the new building, which 
came with a $5.5 million price 
tag, and as of today, the new 
building is just under budget 
and an almost entirely new 
council calls it home. 

Martens says he under¬ 
stands the public’s chagrin. 

“The people had a right to 
be upset and against the build¬ 
ing, but in the long run, for the 
future of the staff and the 
county, I think they’ll see it 
was a good decision.” 

Kemmere agrees, “There 
are still people in the county 
that are not 100 per cent for 
it, but this is our new home, 
now let’s move forward.” 

And by the pleasant looks on 
the public’s and staff s faces, 
and the manner in which con¬ 
versation flowed, people have 
moved on, and the building will 
be a positive place to conduct 
future business for the county, 
in perfect view of the moun¬ 
tains.

Hundreds of voters took 
to the polls Oct. 17 and in 
the end they chose Joy Gano 
to he their new Division 2 
councillor of Mountain View 
County. 

Gano replaces the seat 
left vacant by Charlie Van 
Arnam, who quit his post 
after former chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Harold 
Johnsrude was voted out by 
council in August. 

“I can’t believe the sup¬ 
port 1 got,” said Gano, as 
the results were released. 
“It’s overwhelming.” 

The official count after 
polls closed saw Gano re¬ 
ceive 354 votes, with her 
nearest rival, Peggy Wigton, 
collecting 150. Jamie Veres 
received 50 votes. 

Wigton previously ran in 


October’s election, but lost 
to Van Arnam and Veres 
had ran in the 2001 election 
but was unsuccessful at that 
time, as well. 

Gano said she has always 
been active in the commu¬ 
nity and said she’s “looking 
forward to working with the 
good people on council.” 

“It sounds corny, but I 
feel like I can give some¬ 
thing back to the community 
(by being a councillor),” 
said Gano. 

Gano said she is pleased to 
bring an ‘alternate voice’ to 
council and said she’s, “excited 
to be a part of the new changes." 

“Hopefully we can be more 
cohesive, progressive and posi¬ 
tive,” she said. 

Gano returned to live in the 
county after spending some time 
in Calgary attaining a psychol¬ 
ogy degree. 


Committee for Lone Pine 
denied right to appeal 
against feed lot operation

The Committee for 
Lone Pine has lost their 
right to appeal the Natu¬ 
ral Resource Conserva¬ 
tion Board’s (NRCB) de¬ 
cision in approving the 
expansion of a feedlot, 
situated east of highway 
2 between Didsbury and 
Carstairs. 

“We were seeking leave 
to appeal the decision of 
the NRCB and we 
weren’t granted leave,” 
said Murray Marsh, 
chairperson of the Com¬ 
mittee for Lone Pine. 
“We are a little bit dis¬ 
appointed; (however) we 
didn’t have high hopes.” 

Marsh and his commit¬ 
tee were appealing the 
NRCB’s decision of May 
27, 2005 to allow AAA 
Cattle' 1 Company to ex¬ 
pand to 18,200 head of 
cattle. 

This is the second time 
which the Committee for 
Lone Pine have appealed 
a decision by the NRCB. 
Last time when they 
were granted the right to 
appeal the AAA Cattle 
Company was required 
to submit another appli¬ 
cation. 

This application was 
approved and is the same 
application which the 
Committee for Lone Pine 
was attempting to ap¬ 
peal. 

The Committee for 
Lone Pine argues that 
AAA Cattle Company sub¬ 
mitted information in 
their support to the 
NRCB after the deadline 
to submit information to 
the board for considera¬ 
tion had passed. 

“Once that deadline 
was passed there was 
supposed to be no more 
input, then in the ensu¬ 
ing hours before the de¬ 
cision AAA had filed an¬ 
other series of informa¬ 
tion and that was faxed 
out to us as affected par¬ 
ties,” Marsh said. 

The Committee for 
Lone Pine, Marsh says 
would have liked to re¬ 
buttal AAA Cattle Com¬ 
pany’s submission but 
were not given that op¬ 
portunity. 

“We weren’t given 


that opportunity because 
the NRCB issued their de¬ 
cision the next day. They 
should have done one of two 
things - they should have 
sent the information right 
back to AAA and not put it 
before the Board members 
or else they should have re¬ 
ceived it and addressed what 
they put forward.” 

The fact that the Commit¬ 
tee for Lone Pine weren’t 
allowed to rebuttal were 
one of the grounds they used 
as reason they should be 
given Leave (the right to 
appeal). 

According to a decision 
dated last Friday, October 
21 that was given by Jus¬ 
tice Clifton O’Brein, he 
didn’t find there to be 
enough grounds to have an 
appeal against the decision 
of the NRCB. 

O’Brein pointed out in 
his decision that NRCB had 
dismissed the submission by 
AAA Cattle Company and 
all other submissions, and 
had made their decision 
based on the information 
,they had previously. 

1 “I do not consider there 
tb be a seriously arguable 
question of law or of juris¬ 
diction that the applicant 
was deprived of a right of 
reply in the circumstances 
of this case whether the 
standard of review is cor¬ 
rectness or reasonableness. 
In the absence of evidence 
to the contrary, I accept 
that the Board did not take 
the AAA submission into ac¬ 
count so that the applicant 
was not treated unfairly in 
not being provided with op¬ 
portunity to respond to a 
submission that was not 
considered by the Board. 
Nor in any event am I sat¬ 
isfied from my perusal of 
the materials that any sig¬ 
nificant new information 
was contained in AAA’s sub¬ 
mission which appears 
largely to be reiteration of 
argument aimed at reinforc¬ 
ing the Decision Report of 
the Approval Officer,” Jus¬ 
tice O’Brein wrote in his de¬ 
cision. 

Marsh says that the last 
kick at the can that the 
Committee for Lone Pine are 
hoping will help reduce the 
numbers at the local feedlot 
is an appeal against a deci¬ 
sion by Alberta Environ¬ 


ment to approve a water 
license to AAA Cattle 
Company for the 
amount of water they 
pull out of the ground to 
water 18,200 head of 
cattle. 

Marsh has been 
quoted in the past as say¬ 
ing that that amount of 
cattle would use the 
same amount of water in 
one day as the entire 
Town of Carstairs would 
use. 

Co-owner of AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company, Simon 
Cobban says that there 
have been environmen¬ 
tal tests done that show 
there is adequate water 
and says he is pleased 
with the decision to not 
allow the Committee for 
Lone Pine to appeal his 
application, again. 

“Finally we can get 
back to just a normal 
life,” Cobban said last 
week, in a relieved tone. 
“This has cost our fam¬ 
ily a whole lot of money 
so it’s going to take us 
a long time to get that 
back.” 

There has been some 
question in the commu¬ 
nity that the feedlot has 
torn apart the commu¬ 
nity and Cobhan says 
that he and his family 
have received a lot of 
support from their 
neighbours, who they 
consider very good 
friends. 

“If you don’t include 
the people of Lone Pine 
we have an incredible 
amount of support from 
our neighbours. That 
support is just incred¬ 
ible and it has kept us 
alive, basically.” 

Cobban says that he 
plans to hire more local 
staff in the coming 
weeks as more cattle are 
moved in. 

Currently there are 
about 1,000 head of cat¬ 
tle in the feedlot with 
numbers expected to rap¬ 
idly climb in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

“It’s finally business 
as usual - we are allowed 
to move forward,” 
Cobban said. The courts 
decision can be viewed 
on the Internet at:

Paul Martin part of the 
Democratic deficit 


Myron Thompson, Member 
of Parliament for Wild Rose 
was lamenting this week that 
this minority government is 
the most undemocratic Parlia¬ 
ment in 12 years. 

“Canadians need to under¬ 
stand that even though they 
elected a minority government, 
ultimately to ensure that arro¬ 
gance and corruption were held 
in check, they now have a 
Prime Minister who is govern¬ 
ing as though he has a major¬ 
ity. In fact, he is more dictato¬ 
rial and arrogant than his 
predecessor,” said Thompson. 

“Mr. Martin when he was 
running in the Liberal leader¬ 
ship contest portrayed himself 
as the man who would take on 
the democratic deficit in our 
nation’s Parliament. As with so 
many things Paul Martin 
promises, the truth is not even 
close to reality. He’s part of the 
democratic deficit,” stated 
Thompson. 

“In fact on 14 occasions in 
the House of Commons, when 
the official opposition intro¬ 
duced, debated and received 
unanimous consent on various 
motions, the Prime Minister 
chose not to act in accordance 


with Parliament’s wishes. His 
inactions on the ‘democratic 
deficit’ speak louder than his 
words,” said Thompson. 

Here is a short list of the 
motions not acted upon: 

-April 12, 2005, the Govern¬ 
ment ignored a motion intro¬ 
duced by Mr. Grewal and 
adopted by the House calling 
for an independent judicial in¬ 
quiry into the investigation of 
the Air India bombing of June 
23, 1985. 

-April 20, 2005, the House 
concurred in a motion of Mr. 
Fletcher that would implement 
the recommendations of the 
Seventh Report of the Standing 
Committee on Health calling 
for compensation of all victims 
of Hepatitis C. The Govern¬ 
ment refuses to take any ac¬ 
tion. 

-June 7, 2005, Mr. Fletcher 
introduced a motion that called 
on the government to fully 
fund and implement the Cana¬ 
dian Strategy for Cancer Con¬ 
trol in collaboration with the 
provinces and all stake holders, 
and the government should 
immediately develop and initi¬ 
ate a comprehensive national 
strategy on mental illness, men¬ 


tal health and heart disease. 
The Government has refused to 
give effect to the motion. 

-June 23, 2005, without no¬ 
tice, the Prime Minister in¬ 
voked a rarely used Standing 
Order that limited debate to one 
hour on a Budget Bill, C-48, 
shutting out the Official Oppo¬ 
sition for speaking thereafter. 

-June 27, 2005, in relation 
to the controversial Bill C- 
38, An Act respecting cer¬ 
tain aspects of legal capac¬ 
ity for marriage for civil 
purposes, Paul Martin’s 
Government closed off de¬ 
bate at report stage without 
notice and restricted debate 
at third reading to just a few 
hours. 

“With many of these mo¬ 
tions, they would have made 
a real difference in the lives 
of Canadians, particularly 
the victims of Hepatitis C, 
and those fighting cancer, 
mental illness and heart dis¬ 
ease. The refusal of Paul 
Martin to act on the wishes 
of the House shows a cal¬ 
lous disregard for the needs 
of Canadians and the voice 
of democracy in Canada,” 
concluded Thompson.

Borden released on bail

RCMP News

Didsbury RCMP have re¬ 
cently investigated several 
Break & Enters to businesses 
in Cremona, Didsbury as well 
as the school and community 
centre in Midway. 

During the evenings of Oc¬ 
tober 14th and 15th, culprits 
brake into the Cremona True 
Value Hardware, Midway 
School and the Midway Com¬ 
munity Hall after damaging 
exterior doors. During the 
evening on October 19th un¬ 
known culprit(s) broke into 
Waymore Services in 
Didsbury and stole a blue ‘90 
Ford F450 flatdeck truck. An 
abandoned vehicle was recov¬ 
ered at the scene which had 
been stolen earlier in Airdrie. 

Police are requesting the 
public to be aware of vehicles 
or strangers that appear sus¬ 
picious and to report these ac¬ 
tivities as soon as possible.

The 
suspect is facing charges of 
Thefl, Possession of stolen 
property, and Flight from po¬ 
lice.

A man whose house was 
searched by the RCMP last 
week has been ordered his 
freedom at a cost, following 
his bail hearing. 

John Charles Borden, 40, 
had his acreage, which is 
halfway between Didsbury 
and Carstairs, searched by 
RCMP on Saturday. They 
discovered an arsenal of 
weapons and a marijuana 
grow operation. 

At the bail hearing, 
Crown Prosecutor Ian 
Mackay was looking to keep 
Borden incarcerated. 

Borden, being detained 
for a charge earlier in the 
week, was told by police his 
house was going to be 
searched, court heard. 

Borden told the RCMP he 
had an array of loaded weap¬ 
ons and ammunition 
throughout his home, and a 
highly trained, certified, 
very valuable Doberman 
Pinscher as a guard dog. 
Borden provided instruc¬ 
tions to police to command 
the dog so he doesn’t attack, 
and said where the weapons 
were kept. 

Police found loaded fire¬ 


arms, with the safeties off, 
including a Lugar Rifle, a 
Smith 357 revolver, a 
Remington Shotgun, a UMC 
handgun, a 284 rifle, a cross¬ 
bow and a Winchester pump- 
action shotgun. There was 
also an array of ammo 
throughout various parts of 
the house. 

While searching the 
place, the RCMP also found 
152 marijuana plants, four 
to five inches tall in his 
closet, as well as 55 high 
intensity light bulbs in his 
garage. 

Mackay argued that there 
were complaints of him fir¬ 
ing his gun and he could be 
a threat to the public, using 
past altercations as exam¬ 
ples. He also said some of the 
weapons are registered to a 
friend so he has access from 
other people. 

Borden’s defense said that 
he should be released be¬ 
cause all his weapons had 
been seized and he was a 
sportsman with the weap¬ 
ons, shooting clay pigeons. 
He also said the weapons 
were throughout the house 
because Borden was nervous 
about threats received. 

Mackay said that it is 


just because Borden feels 
threatened and because he 
has loaded guns throughout 
his home that he shouldn’t 
be allowed bail, because he 
may be willing to use the 
weapons on someone if 
threatened. 

Judge VanDeveen ordered 
Borden to post $1,900 before 
his release - one hundred for 
each weapons charge 
against him, and an addi¬ 
tional $500 for possessing 


an illegal substance. 

Borden was also ordered to 
go on probation. He is not to 
have any weapons or ammuni¬ 
tion, he is not to contact two of 
his friends, and he is to submit 
to random weapons searches by 
the RCMP 

His case returns Oct. 31 to 
set the date for his trial. 

“Thank you your honour, 
you won’t be let down” said 
Borden, upon being handed his 
conditional freedom.

Fighting to save critically 
injured and ill animals who 
were traumatized by Hurri¬ 
cane Katrina, local veteri¬ 
narian Gord Krebs, animal 
health tech. Cary Ann Viney 
and kennel helper Jessica 
Youngs spent one week in 
the destruction of New Or¬ 
leans. 

The third team to go 
down from Canada through 
CAAT (Canadian Animal 
Assistance Team), the three 
(the only three to go from 
Alberta) flew to Vancouver 
to meet up with the rest of 
their team, ten others from 
the Vancouver area. They 
arrived in Gonzalos on Oct. 
2, where they stayed in a 
tent with a volume of 400 
people. 

“The army was there 
guarding the place,” said 
Krebs. “With all the evacu¬ 
ees there were lots of 
thefts.” 

Barns were filled with 
dogs and cats, and there 
were about 100 horses who 
had spent the past three 
weeks in mud, so they 
needed their feet cleaned. 

The group spent the first 
day going into people’s 
houses and rescuing ani¬ 
mals, which was what Krebs 
was originally most excited 
about, but after a short 
while doing it, the group re¬ 
alized it was not a job for 
them. 

“We felt like we were 
breaking into people’s 
houses,” said Krebs. “The 
list we had was so old, and 
so the houses were already 
gone through many times 
before, and so there was 
nothing left to find.” 

When entering the houses 
the group had to wear gas 
masks, rubber gloves and 
suits. 

The group next set up a 
mini hospital, were they 
treated the animals they 
could, then sent them off to 
the local shelter. 

No one was allowed to 
enter the town, except the 
emergency workers, so to 
the group the place looked

Bootcamp coming soon to DA C 


Starting Nov. 2, Pauline 
Wigg will be working Didsbury 
butts into shape with her 
Aquasize Bootcamp classes, 
which will run twice every 
week for the month at the 
Didsbury Aquatic Center, from 
8 to 9 p.m. 

“This is an aquasize pro¬ 
gram with a difference,” said 
Wigg. “Using a training for¬ 
mat, we will gradually increase 
speed and power to challenge 
your present fitness level. This 
is a program that athletes use 
to cross train and now it is 
available at the Didsbury 
pool.” 


If your goals are getting 
back in shape, or enhancing 
your sport specific perform¬ 
ance, this will add both chal¬ 
lenge and variety to your work 
out. Each class will end with a 
stretch and relaxation that will 
help keep you injury free. 

“This is specific training to 
build strength and tone bodies,” 
said Wigg. “This is not a main¬ 
tenance workout. We would not 
continue with this intense 
Bootcamp for more than a 
month.” 

The class is not for people 
who have never worked out, it 
is good for those moms who 


want to make the most out of 
their work out hour, or good 
for those who will be hitting the 
slopes this winter. 

“This trains you for short 
bursts,” said Wigg, who learned 
the program when she was at 
a fitness conference last May. 
“The teacher really challenged 
us, and I thought, I want to 
bring that to Didsbury.” 

It is important to remember 
to listen to your bodies when 
doing the work out, and to par¬ 
ticipate at your own level. 

“It is not a competition,” 
said Wigg. “It is pyramid train¬ 
ing, speed bursts hitting all the 


mqjor muscle groups.” 

All you need to participate 
is your bathing suit, no boots 
allowed. Equipment will be pro¬ 
vided for use by the pool. 

To sign up you can call the 
pool at 335-7369 by Oct. 31. 
The cost is $35 per month, or 
$5 to drop in. Starting Nov. 1 
Wigg will be offering Cardio 
classes again, every Tuesday 
and Thursday evening from in 
the Multi-Purpose Room. The 
cost is $40 for five weeks (10 
classes), or $7.5 drop in. 

“It is a no jump workout, but 
you can work as hard as you 
want,” said Wigg.

Staying safe this Halloween 


Spook i n y Splash 


This weekend spooky 
things will be happening in 
town, including a Spook ‘n’ 
Splash at the Didsbury 
Aquatic Center on Sat. Oct. 
29, only two days before the 
big night. 

The fun will start at 1:30 
p.m. and go until 5 p.m. and 
the cost is only a toonie. 


“We will serve cake, re¬ 
freshments and treats to cel¬ 
ebrate Halloween,” said 
Heather Caton, organizer. 
“The kids will also all get 
some treats to take home.” 

Everyone should come 
dressed up in their Hallow¬ 
een costumes, and for the 
best costumes prizes will be 


given away. 

“You just need to wear 
your costumes into the facil¬ 
ity, you cannot wear them in 
the pool, bathing suits only 
in the pool,” said Caton. All 
ages are welcome, but all 
children six and under must 
be accompanied by an adult. 

“It should be a lot of fun,” 


said Caton. “The lifeguards 
are doing Halloween themes, 
and it will be all decorated. 
I believe the steam room will 
even be turned into a 
haunted house. There will 
be lots of haunted and 
spooky things to entertain 
everyone.” 


This Oct. 31, Halloween 
night, it is important for par¬ 
ents, kids, and drivers to be¬ 
ware of what is going on 
around them as children eve¬ 
rywhere head to the streets to 
trick-or-treat. 

Halloween night brings out 
many people, children espe¬ 
cially, so Cst. Steve Woolnough 
of the Didsbury RCMP has 
some helpful advice for staying 
safe this Halloween. 

“We always like to suggest 
make-up or a hat rather than 
a mask,” said Woolnough. “If 
you do wear a mask, make sure 
it is one that you can see where 
you are going. We also recom¬ 
mend if you are wearing a full 
costume, to wear reflective tape 
or clothing.” 


Children under 12 years old 
should be chaperoned by an 
adult, either a parent or an 
older sibling, suggests 
Woolnough. He also suggests 
not attending residences with 
barking dogs or no lights. 

“There have been instances 
when Unicef boxes or candy 
have been stolen,” said 
Woolnough. “Stick together 
and don’t take short cuts. Stick 
to a designated area, and have 
a set time to be back.” 

Woolnough says his family 
used to take out the glass from 
the screen door so they could 
just hand the candy out of it, 
without even having to open 
the door. 

“It is just a helpful idea,” said 
Woolnough. “The Citizens on 


Patrol and additional officers 
will be out that night. We also 
don’t encourage anyone to en¬ 
ter the residences unless you 
know them. Also don’t accept 
rides, and if anything makes 
you feel uncomfortable, get 
out.” 

Traffic safety, by both driv¬ 
ers and pedestrians, is ex¬ 
tremely important on Hallow¬ 
een night, and to help everyone 
have a safe evening Woolnough 
suggests that pedestrians either 
carry a flashlight or a glow 
stick, and pay close attention 
to the normal traffic rules. 
Drivers should be very careful 
and watch out for children. 

“You really don’t want to be 
doing more than 20 or 30 kms 
an hour,” said Woolnough. 


“Treat it like a school or play¬ 
ground zone.” 

Some houses get 50 trick-or- 
treaters that night, and some 
get 150, so you wanna be care¬ 
ful everywhere you drive. 

It is also very important to 
be careful before eating any 
treats, parents should examine 
them before any are eaten. 

“It should be in its original 
packaging,” said Woolnough. 
“You always hear the horror 
stories about apples and razor 
blades. If there is any serious 
problem be sure to report to us. 
We are very fortunate in most 
respects, we have had the odd 
spray painting, but no serious 
injury, and we are set to keep 
things safe this Halloween like 
in the past.”

Students offered fire safety program

Roes Ford students are getting 
the opportunity to participate in an 
educational fire safety program 
designed to prevent fire related in¬ 
juries and fatalities. 

It was a few years ago when 
Community Safety Net (CSN) ap¬ 
proached Didsbury’s Fire Preven¬ 
tion officer, Greg Hnatiuk, about a 
program geared towards grade 
four students. CSN is producing two 
b(K)ks for the community, one on 
fire safety and the other on drug 
awareness. The fire safety book is 
the project for this year. 

“CSN does all the work, they go 


around town and ask local busi¬ 
nesses to sponsor the program, 
which gets their name in the back 
of the book,” said Hnatiuk. “The 
more sponsors they get the more 
books the can produce and give 
to local kids.” 

Presently the estimate Ls that 200 
books will be given to Ross Ford 
school. 

“The school can fit it into the cur- 
riculum however they see fit,” said 
Hnatiuk. “The book will be all about 
fire safety, and it is one they get to 
take home.” 

Topics range from forest fires 
to cooking safety, as well as 
smoke alarms and fire hazards. 


This program features a large 
coloring section, tips on how to 
avoid fire, an escape plan for the 
home, what to do in case of fire, first 
aid tips, and more. The family- 
friendly resource includes: a 116- 
page full-color instructional bmk 
full of information, tips, facts, and 
quizzes, an activities section that 
uses fun to encourage creativity & 
learning, a parents’ section that 
includes 40 rules for fire safety in 
the home and a letter-writing con¬ 
test that gives kids a chance to win 
a computer. The Didsbury Fire 
Dept, logo will be featured on the 
front cover of the books when they 
arrive sometime in November.

Expect to pay a hefty 
fine if you’re caught 
speeding while people are 
working on the road. 

Coming into effect Oc¬ 
tober 31, you must slow 
down to 60 km/h tor less 
if the speed limit is 
lower), when passing 
emergency vehicles or 
tow trucks on the sick? of 
the road with their lights 
activated or when going 
through construction 
zones when there are 
workers present, or you 
will be handed a fine dou¬ 
ble that of a regular one. 

Bart Johnson, com¬ 
munications director for 
Alberta infrastructure, 
said that these large 
fines will only be under 
these circumstances. 

“It’s about protecting 
those people that work 
on the roads or beside 
the roads,” he explained. 

Liberal infrastruc¬ 
ture critic, Harry Chase, 
said that protecting lives 
is extremely important, 
but it should have been 
implement in the sum¬ 
mer construction season 
and there should be more 
in-depth changes. 

“Speeding tickets 
punish a person after the 
fact,” said Chase, 
“They’re not proactive 
and they’re not 
preemptive.” 

Chase said the gov¬ 
ernment should imple¬ 
ment the McDermid re¬ 
port, which was commis¬ 
sioned by the Tory gov¬ 
ernment in February 
2004. Don McDermid, a 
retired Assistant Com¬ 
missioner of the RCMR 
launched a review of traf¬ 
fic safety in Alberta. The 
objective was to recom¬ 
mend the best ways to 
coordinate strategies, set 
goals and allocate re¬ 
sources to address road 
safety issues in the prov¬ 
ince. 

Chase said the gov¬ 
ernment did an “excel¬ 
lent job” in terms of col¬ 
lecting information from 
a variety of sharehold¬ 
ers, such as police, emer¬ 
gency crews, construc¬ 
tion companies, and tow- 
truck crews, but the re¬ 
port has “languished for 
a year and a half.” 

“If you want to 
change attitudes, you 
can’t just do it with a 
ticket in the mail or even 
a ticket on the spot, the 
crime, speeding, has 
taken place,” Chase said, 
adding that the “dou¬ 
bling of fines is the weak¬ 
est tool in the toolbox, it’s 
probably the least effec¬ 
tive amongst all the pos¬ 
sibilities.” 

Chase thinks we need 
an active education proc¬ 
ess and we need officers 
doing their protective 
role on the highways.

Hospital to open 
September 13,2006 


The Honourable 
Premier Ralph Klein 
announced today the 
tentative opening 
date for the new Al- 
beiln Children’s Hos¬ 
pital is September 13, 
2006. On this day, the 
inpatients will be 
moved from the cur¬ 
rent hospital to the 
new site located on 
the University of 
Calgary’s West Cam¬ 
pus. 

“The new Alberta 
Children’s Hospital 
is evidence of the 
Province’s commit¬ 
ment to the health 
and wellbeing of 
Albertans,” said Pre¬ 
mier Ralph Klein. 
“We look forward to 
children and their 
families receiving ex¬ 
cellent care in this 
facility starting next 
year. ” 

The footprint of 
the new hospital is 


more than 60 per cent 
larger than the current 
hospital and has an 
emergency room de¬ 
signed for up to 60,000 
visits per year. 

“The opening of the 
new Alberta Children’s 
Hospital next year will 
be a significant mile¬ 
stone in the history of 
the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion,” said Jack Davis, 
president & CEO, 
Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion. “This state-of- 
the-art facility has 
been designed with in¬ 
put from patients, fami¬ 
lies, staff and physi¬ 
cians and will serve the 
growing communities 
of Southern Alberta 
with a focus on family- 
centered care.” 

Last winter, the Re¬ 
gion ran a contest 
among physicians, 
staff and patients 
called Name the Hospi¬ 
tal Road. More than 


200 entries were sub¬ 
mitted as possible 
names for the road 
leading up to the 
front doors of the 
new hospital. Today, 
the winning entry of 
that contest was an¬ 
nounced as Oki 
Drive--submitted by 
Gordon Jackson. 

Jackson’s entry of 
Oki Drive was cho¬ 
sen as the winner by 
the Child & Youth 
Advisory Council. 
Oki is a Blackfoot 
word meaning wel¬ 
come or hello. 
Jackson, who re¬ 
cently retired, was 
the Chaplain at the 
Foothills Medical 
Centre when he sub¬ 
mitted his entry 
back in March. This 
name has been ap¬ 
proved by the Abo¬ 
riginal Council as 
well as the City of 
Calgary.

Looking for better ways 
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QUESTION: I m a teacher and I love my students. 
However, there is one kid in my sixth-grade class who 
drives me nuts. He works overtime trying to make 
everybody laugh. What drives this impish child? Why 
does he want to make life miserable for me? 

DR. DOBSON: We all remember the kid you're talk¬ 
ing about. He's called "the class clown," and some other 
things that are less flattering. He is a trial to his 
teachers, an embarrassment to his parents, and an 
utter delight to every child who wants to escape the 
boredom of school. There are millions of class clowns 
on the job today. It's my belief that boards of educa¬ 
tion assign at least one such kid to every class just to 
make sure that school teachers earn every dollar of 
their salaries. 

These skilled little disrupters are usually boys. They 
often have reading or other academic problems. They 
may be small in stature, although not always, and 
they'll do anything for a laugh. Their parents and 
teachers may not recognize that behind the boister¬ 
ous behavior is often the pain of inferiority. 

You see, humor is a classic response to feelings of 
low self-esteem. That's why within many successful 
comedians is the memory of a painful childhood. 
Jonathan Winters' parents were divorced when he was 
7 years old, and he said he used to cry when he was 
alone because other children teased him about not 
having a father. Joan Rivers frequently jokes about 
her unattractiveness as a girl. She said she was such 
a dog, her father had to throw a bone down the aisle 
to get her married. And so it goes. 

These and other comedians got their training dur¬ 
ing childhood, using humor as a defense against the 
pain. That's usually the inspiration for the class 
clown. By making an enormous joke out of everything, 
he conceals the self-doubt that churns inside. 

That understanding should help us meet his needs 
and manage such a child more effectively. 

QUESTION: I am a single mom who is struggling 
to survive. Of all the things that frustrate me, I am 
bothered most by having to send my kids to visit their 
dad for three weeks every year. That will happen next 
month, and I'm already uptight about putting them 
on the plane. Can you help me accept what I'm about 
to go through? 


Olds College assists with animals rescued 
from Hurricane Katrina 


Students and staff from Olds 
College’s Animal Health Tech¬ 
nology program will be work¬ 
ing with 56 dogs that arrived 
in Calgary from Louisiana over 
the weekend. 

The animal rescue is a 
project of 1 atatime Rescue and 
Poet Planet. It was a huge un¬ 
dertaking accomplished 
through overwhelming support 
from many agencies and indi¬ 
viduals. Snowy Owl Sled Dog 
Tours, for example, transported 
the dogs in their special vehi¬ 
cle, while another business de¬ 
livered dog food along the way. 
The result was a convoy with 
mechanic, an EMT and nine 
handlers who escorted 56 dogs 
and 12 cats to the start of a new 
life in Canada. 

“1 atatime Rescue asked if 
we could conduct a heartworm 
blood test on all of the dogs and 
the project is underway,” said 
Dr. Susan Hunt, Veterinarian 
and AHT Coordinator. “This 
project has really touched a 
nerve with many people and we 
were very happy to be invited 
to participate in the rescue. It 
is a learning experience for our 
students, too, because heart- 
worm is something they 
wouldn’t otherwise see. It is 
spread among dogs by mosqui¬ 
tos in humid climates. 

“Our students are thrilled to 
be part of the rescue effort. The 
absolute biggest draw into the 
AHT program is a love of ani¬ 
mals. and everything we do and

teach in this program is to en¬ 
hance the health and well-be¬ 
ing of animals. These animals 
from Louisiana have survived 
a terrible ordeal and deserve a 
second chance in a loving, for¬ 
ever home.” 

All the rescued animals will 
be placed in adoptive homes 
through 1 atatime Rescue. 
AHT has offered to spay and 
neuter the animals, as well, to 
further save costs for use in 
facilitating the adoptions. 

“Participating in this 
project also provides an oppor¬ 
tunity to draw attention to the 
chronic animal over-population 
that is ongoing in this province. 
Homelessness among animals 
is a sad and preventable real¬ 
ity in our society. There are 
thousands of unwanted and 
abandoned animals. We work 
with a number of agencies that 
bring animals to us, so that we

can complete the necessary 
blood work, provide immuniza¬ 
tions, treat their ills, spay or 
neuter them, and return them 
to the agency to be placed in a 
new loving home,” said Dr., 
Hunt. 

The AHT program also fa¬ 
cilitates its own animal adop¬ 
tion program, whereby about 
30 dogs and 30 cats are success¬ 
fully matched to new guardians 
every year. The program is 
managed entirely by students, 
who recently received the re¬ 
sults of their annual Veterinary 
Technicians National Exam 
which placed them above aver¬ 
age in performance in all seven 
categories. 

“This exam is used across 
North America, so it shows the 
dedication and quality of our 
students. They love what they 
do and want the best for ani¬ 
mals.”

DR. DOBSON: Maybe it will help to know that 
many other single parents have similar feelings. One 
of these mothers expressed her frustration this way: 
"I stand in the terminal and I watch the kids' airplane 
disappear into the clouds. I feel an incredible sense of 
loss. The loneliness immediately starts to set in. I 
worry constantly about their safety, but I resist the 
urge to call every hour to see how they're doing. And 
when they do call me to tell me how much fun they're 
having, I grieve over the fact that they're living a life 
completely separate from my own. My only consola¬ 
tion is knowing that they're returning soon. But I'm 
haunted by the fear that they won’t want to come home 
with me.” 

If the anxieties of that mother represent your own 
feelings, let me offer some suggestions for how you 
might make the most of your days alone. Instead of 
seeing the next three weeks as a period of isolation, 
view it as an opportunity to recharge your batteries 
and reinvigorate the spirit. 

Single parenting is an exhausting responsibility that 
can cause burnout if it knows no relief. Take this time 
to enjoy some relaxing evenings with your friends. 
Read an inspirational book or return to a hobby that 
you've set aside. Fill your day with things that are 
impossible amidst the pressures of child care, recog¬ 
nizing that your children will benefit from your reha¬ 
bilitation. They’ll return to a re-energized parent, in¬ 
stead of one coming off weeks of depression.

Effective October 31, 2005, new legislation 
makes it safer for police officers, firefighters, 
ambulance workers, tow truck operators and 
construction workers on Alberta's roads. 


• Motorists must slow to 60 km/h, or less if 
the posted speed is lower, when passing 
emergency vehicles or tow trucks stopped 
with their lights flashing. Fines for speeding 
in these areas will be doubled. 


• In construction zones, motorists must observe 
the posted speed When workers are present, 
fines for speeding in these areas will 
be doubled.
